The commencement of Spring operations throughout Canada has ushered 
fn a feeling of optimism in practically all lines of activity and in all sections 
of the country with the exception of the coal mining ar¢éas of Nova Scotia 
where the disastrous miners’ strike is still in progress at the time of writ- 
ing and with litthe hope of an early settlement. 


There are substantial grounds for such optimism and the stronger con- | 


fidence in Canada’s immediate future which is”now increasingly evident.

ing a month or two ago, grain prices are still good, with prospects for prices |

Commercial Letter of the Bank of Commerce, a steady increase in the num- 
ber of farms sold in practically all: parts of Canada, and particularly so in the 
prairie provinces: Immigration is steadily increasing and a gratifying num- 


ber of settlers of an exceptionally good type are arriving from the British | 


Isles. 

For the second time-in the past six years the month of February showed 
a favorable balance. of trade, the excess of exports over imports being the 
greatest since 1919, and the total value of trade larger than in the corres- 
ponding month of 1921, when prices: were substantially higher than at present. 

But promising as the immediate fulure appears to be, the outlook is 
even brighter” for Canada in the years to come because of the increasing 
necessity on the part of the United States to import food supplies. Refer- 
ence was made in this column some weeks ago to the prediction of President 
Coolidge that in a comparatively few years the United States would be one 
of the greatest food importing countries in the world. Confirmation of this 
statement has already come from Secretary Hoover who states that the Unit- 
ed States is importing butter and cheese.on an increasing scale. Once the 
greatest of exporters of cattle and meats, the United States is now regarded 
in Great Britain as having ceased to be a source of supply of meat. 

The population of the United States is increasing at the rate of one and 
a half million people annually, and this large increase is principally in the 
large cities and industrial centres. - The production of wheat, of cattle, of 
dairy products, is not increasing in like proportion. Ten years hence there 
will be 15,000,000 more people in the United States te be fed, and their food 
s£upplies will have to be imported. Mere is to be found Canada’s golden 
epportunity. 

Canada is the logical source of supply for the United States and appar- 
ently our people are getting. ready 1o-capture.this business.....Por example, 
Canada exported ten million more pounds of butter during the past twelve 
months than during the previous year. ‘The salmon pack in British Colum- 

“bia last year was the largest ever made in the Province, and 400,000 cases 

larger than in any vear for five years. ‘attle exports are steadily increasing 
and owing to the higher prices now ruling for becf cattle, coupl¢d with the 
fact that the world’s demand. for beef has now overtaken the supply, Canada 
muy be expected to secure its full share of this trade. 
‘ ‘There have been times when truly patriotic Canadians have expressed 
doubts as to the Dominion’s future and whose confidence has been shaken 
as they have contemplated this country’s geographical handicaps and noted 
tens of thousands of its people leaving for the country to the south, drawn 
by the magnet of opportunity there. But there is nothing in the prospect 
now opening before Canada to induce despair or shake one’s ‘confidence. 
exactly the reverse is true. 

The twenticth century will yet be found to be Canada’s century. The 
fulfillment of that prophecy received a setback during the first quarter by 
season of the war and the after-effects of war, but a study of present condi- 
tions and tendencies in Canada, the world cconomic situation, and more 
especially the trend of events in the United States, all point to the inevitable 
conclusion that this Dominion now occupies an exceptionally strong position, 
and it only remains for the Canadian people to bestir themselves and take full 
advantage of the opportunities before them to achieve happiness and pros- 
perity for themselves and a place for Canada in the very forefront of nations.

Means For. TN Our Forests 
Against Extermination 

Just now we are hearing a great deal 
gbout our forest resources, their con- 
servation and their destruction. The 
Vederal and Proyinelal Governments, 
organized clubs, pulp and paper asso- 

cludons, schools, churches, radio sta- 
thongs aud theatres are co-operating inj 
emphasizing the necessity of prevent- 
Ing forest fires and conserving our 
Canadian forest resources, says the 
natural resources Intelligence service 
wo? the department of the Interior. 

The poteatial value of the forests as 
nu vVery-great asset is being emphatiéal- 
ly stressed, but the value of the for- 
ests as a source of employment affects 
us all vitally at such a time as the 
present when the employment problem 
ts acute. Then how many of our in- 
dustries, dirzetly or indirectly, rely on 
the forests for thelr necessary cquip- 
ment and supplies. In connection 
with sports, such ag hunting and fish- 
jng, the value of the forest-is of first 
{inportance, for if the forests were 
destroyed, these sports would rapid- 
ly become non-existent. The beauty 
of the forests, 
the abundance of game nod fish, at- 
tract many visitors and provides 
health and pleasure, also a large an- 
nual revenue to Canadians. 

Forests grow, mature, deteriorate 
and decay. Once a tree has attain- 
ed muaturity nothing is to be gained 
by postponing its cutting. When cut- 
ting the ma‘ure tree, however, the pro- 
teclion of the small tree struggling for 
{ts existence nearby should be assur- 
ed. Thre small trees of today are our 
forests of the future. 


Dr. €. D. Howe, dean of the faculty j 


of forestry, University of ‘Toronto, | 
suggests that in each district where | 
timber rights are granted, the aver- 


age annual growth per aere be ascer- ie 


tained and only the larger trees, to an! 
extent not exceeding the annual, 
growth of timber as a whole per acre, 
be cut. 
ing in value year by year if this plan 
were followed. 

The planting of trees und shrubs 
along highways and bordering fields 
for windbreaks will, as the practice 
increases, become a means of increas- 


_ ing our wood supply materially and, in 


the course of years, may- build up a 
stand of valuable timber.

Great Care Must Be Taken In Proper 


Hand Feeding 
* Not alone should a dalry calf be 
well bred, but also well cared for in 
raising, if a good producer is to be 
obtained.

grown at the central experimental 
farm on loamy Jand. Although these 
sced balls were quite green at the time 
of -harvesting, October 21,: they wero 
carefully gathered and stored in paper 
bags, which were placed ‘in. a warm 
room with the tops left open. When 
the balls began to shrivel the secds 
were extracted, washed and 
out to.dry on muslin. : 

In order to obtain tubers of a desir- 
ble size the first season, the seed was 
sown in flats in- the greenhouse ‘the 
last week in March in a manner quite 
similav to that of sowing tomato seed. 
When the plants were’ sufficiently 
grown they were pricked out into flats 
two by, two inches apart. These were 
again transplanted into strawberry 
boxes in warm beds-and grown along 
in this way until June 16, when they 
were planted out in the field in rows 
36 inches apart and 30 inches apart: in 
the rows. By planting time the plants 
had reached a height of ten to twelve 
linches, The Same cultivation and 
care that was given the main potato 
crop was all that was necessary, While 
la wide variation was found dn the 
“habit of growth, it was the rare ex- 
, ception to find a plant that lacked 
| vigor or showed indications of plant 


| diseases, such as leaf rall or mosaic.” 
_{In fact many of the plants did-so well . 


that they -produced seed balls,

sible in 1928 to select sixty-five hills 
that gave promise of being of value.
